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Dr. Church Resigns, Accepts New Position; 
Former Dean Is Appointed As President 


Todd H. Bullard 
Assumes Dufies, 
Gets Doctorate 

Dr. Todd H. Bullard; dean of 
faculty and professor of political 
science at Potomac Staite College 
since last September, has been 
named to succeed Dr. E. E. 
Church as president of the two- 
year institution. 

The appointment became effec- 
tive August 1 following an an- 
nouncement by the West Virginia 
University Board of Governors. 

Bullard, 33, who received his 
Ph.D. in political science last 
month from tlhle University of 
Pittsburgh, is a native of Wheel- 
ing and 1 prior to coming to Key- 
ser 'had served two years as 
director of WVU’s Parkersburg 
Branch, where he also taught 
political science as an assistant 
professor. 

President Bullard was graduat- 
ed from Triadelphia High School 
in 1949 and entered Bethany Col- 
lege. After one ylear, he enrolled 
at West Liberty State College 
and received his A. B. degree in 
history in 1953. Following brief 
service as Director of Education 
at West Liberty State College 
in Moundsville, Bullard entered 
the Army and served from 1953 
to 1955 with service in Europe. 
He enrolled at WVU in 1965 and 
received his M. A. degree from 
that institution in 1956. 

During the next year Bullard 
worked as a research assistant 
in the Bureau for Government 
Research at WVU and also as 
assistant director of the West 
Virginia League of Municipalities. 
In 1957 foe entered Pitt to begin 
work on his doctorate completing 
most of the requirements by 1959.

Former Head of 
PSC Takes New

Dr. E. E. Church, president of 
Potomac State College since July 
l, 1936, recently resigned that 
post to become executive secre- 
Dary of the West Virginia Com- 
mission on Higher Education with 
headquarters in Charleston. 

Announcement was made dur- 
ing the summer meeting of the 
nine-member body at Oglebay 
Park with the appointment of 
President Church becoming ef- 
fective August 1. 

The commission was created 
under the provisions of the Edu- 
cational Facilities Act, passed 
by Congress in December 1963 
and requiring that each state have 
a commission. Since West Vir- 
ginia had none, one was created 1 
by the 1964 session of the State 
Legislature.

President Todd H. Bullard said 
that construction is tentatively 
scheduled to begin in the spring 
of 1965 on the multi-purpose build- 
ing which will be located 1 at the 
comer of Arnold and B Streets 
near the entrance to the Arcadia 
Heights section. 

The auditorium will accommo- 
date approximately 1,000 persons 
in the main section and the build- 
ing provides complete facilities 
for the Department of Music and 
Art, facilities for the College Play- 
ers, dressing rooms, and a com- 
plete stage. 

As shown in the photograph, 
the wing to the right will be 
utilized by the music department 
while the opposite wing will house 
the Keyser Area’s Appalachian 
Center of West Virginia Univer- 
sity. Tae sub-floor will also be 
used by the music department. 

The main auditorium will be 
equipped with partitions which 
may be used to divide the space 
into individual rooms for lectures 
or conferences and at the same 
time will provide the entire Key- 
ser area with fir9t-class auditor- 
ium facilities. 


Renovations continue to be made 
in the physical plant of Potomac 
State Collage as the institution 
tries to keep pace with increased 
enrollments and an effort to pro- 
vide better facilities for both 
faculty members and the student 
body. 

During the past summer another 
remodeling job has been under- 
taken by Ray C. Coffman Con- 
tractors in the basement floor of 
the Administration Building which 
housed the old auditorium and 
previously the gymnasium. 

The space is being renovated to 
provide for two large classrooms 
and four offices. Eventually, the 
present stage area will be chang- 
ed to provide for a lounge and 
conference- seminar rooms. It is 
hoped that the current project 
will be completed by about Octo- 
ber 15. 

Changes have also been noted in 
the offices of the Dean and Regis- 
trar. The largie classroom which 
once housed the library annex is 
being remodeled to provide a new 
office for the Dean and his pre- 
vious oflSjioe wall be oqcupied 
by the Registrar. A portion of 
the previous classroom and the 
Registrar’s office is being parti- 


tioned so as to provide adequate 
space for the secretary to the 
dean and the secretary to the 
registrar. A door leading from 
the main entrance to tbe finance 
office has also been constructed. 

As the midst of the renovation 
hit its peak the college was priv- 
ileged to welcome back to the 
aiuupis Mr. W. D. Anthony, the 
former registrar, who is now 
living in Richmond. He was ac- 
companied by his son, Bill, who 
is an announcer for news and 
weather at a radio station there 
and daughter Lucile, who is em- 
ployed at Union Theological Sem- 
inary,
